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"image displacement distribution detection means for segmenting the comparison 
image generated by the comparison image generation means into partial images each 
corresponding to a sub region with a predetermined size; 

image positional relationship detection means for detecting, for each sub region, 
a positional relationship between the input image and the comparison image generated 
by said comparison image generation means; 

correction amount calculation means for calculating a correction amount of the 
object state in the comparison image by using the positional relationship detected by 
said image positional relationship detection means;"
